PONY TALES 


By Janet Olson 


There is a saying among people 
who have horses or ponies that 
“water” is the cheapest food. Wa- 
ter is as important te your pony’s 
well being as it is to yours, but 
you have an advantage in that so 
many of the things you ‘eat and 
drink contain water, while your 
pony eats mostly dry feed, such 
‘as hay, corn and grain and must 
be given his water separately. If 
your pony has a stream flowing 
through his pasture, wonderful, but 
few ponies are this lucky and most 
of them must be watered daily. 
Don’t ever forget to check water 


empty it thoroughly every other 
day, don’t just fill it up again and 
again as the bottom of the contain- 
er is bound to have some dirt set- 
tle in it and it must be kept clean. 
A pony doesn’t like dirty water 
any better than you would. 

If: your pony has been on “dry 
lot feed’ all winter don’t just 
turn him out fo pasture and for- 
get him. Start him with two or 
three hours a day on pasture 
until he becomes used to the 
change of food. Always make 
any change of foed a gradual one.
